The first farms were holes in the wilderness. Oxen had to be used to break the thick sod. Settlers may 
have settled on damp spots or prairies for the rich soil. 



Most work had to be done outside until cabins and bams were built. Farms had to be worked with 
stumps as it took years to remove them. Everything was done by hand and with animal power if you 
had any animals. This was known as stump farming. It often took 70 or so trees to make a cabin. 
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The actual Minda log cabin which was on 9 Mile Road. At right another Macomb County cabin.

Trails became roads and stump farms gradually turned 
into “improved” farms. Sawed lumber dealing was a 
big business as homes and bams were more easily buill 
and better constructed with boards. This also took less 
wood. Lath and plaster and screens helped keep out 
the millions of bugs.

Many things are similar about farming whether if was in our ancestors times pre 1800s or in the 20 th 
Century. The 21 st Century will see food grown scientifically inside weather controlled hydroponic 
growing areas. There will be no danger of too little tor too much rain or temperature extremes, and no 
danger from insects birds or other animals. Ideal conditions will maximize crops. 

But back in the 1800s weather was the controlling factor with animal pests next. Economic 
conditions caused Daniel Stewart to lose his family farm. Read about the daily lives of a Michigan 
Farmer in his diaries on pages 3400-4298. It is best to start at 3431 with the Diary Excerpts Summary. 

A brief overview of farm life in the 1800s 

Farm life was dictated by the season and the weather. There 
were no weather forecasts. Weather just happened when it did 
with little or no warning. Winter forced everyone inside a lot 
more. Much time was spent gathering and cutting wood and 
tending the fire. The chores still had to be done. That means 
the animals had to be fed, watered and pens cleaned. Cows had 
to be milked twice a day. Wood had to be gathered cut in small 
sections and repairs worked on. Winter was a time to do 
spinning of wool or flax and to do weaving and husking. The 
family was almost continually busy with things that needed to 
be done like husking com, breaking beans, making and 
repairing things. Trips to the outhouse were not fun in the winter or bad weather or safe at night due to 
wild animals like wolves and bears. That is why many had a chamber pot. Not used for cooking. Roofs 
and buildings had to be protected from ice and snow damage. Children went to school regardless of the 
weather. It was expected as part of their job. 

Spring on the farm was welcomed as relief from the cold and from being indoors. Repairing the 
tools, plowing and sowing were the big items. Hopefully you had enough seeds to do the job. The boys 
could get out of school if their father needed them to work but often it was hard work. Girls usually 
helped their mother but when anything on the farm needed to be done gender did not prevent you from 
having to do it. In general the more kids a family had the more laborers and the less work for each 
individual. 

Preparing tools, ground preparation, cleaning, 
planting, weeding and fixing had to be done in a 
timely fashion. Feed had to be cut, grown, bought, 
borrowed, mixed and then fed to the livestock daily. 

Summer work: weeding, often by hand in the 
sun and heat, cultivation and hopefully no one got 
sick. Late June strawberry season and sore backs 
from picking. July raspberry picking and preserving. 

Early August com was ready to be harvested. 

Late summer was the most difficult time of the year 
with harvesting work. Often from sunrise to sunset. 

Rain could min a crop. Farmers would pool up and 
help each other with harvesting but they had to be 
fed, paid, or given a share of the crop. 
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Fourth of July holiday community picnics, food, games, fun, fiddle music singing dancing 
seeing that favorite girl or boy from other farms. Sometimes romance. Wild berries had to be picked, 
dried or preserved. 


Autumn harvest time for beans, potatoes, squash, cabbage, wheat, oats, 
rye, apples, and other crops. The housewife made preserves, jellies and 
preserved various foods for the winter. Various crops like potatoes, 
pumpkins, and apples were stored in the cellar. Com had to be cut, 
shocked and husked often everyone had to help. Late fall the children 
returned to school. The sleighs and snow shoes were prepared for use 
when the snow hit. There were no snow blowers. Sometimes there were 
winter community events, ice skating, sledding, spelling bees and social 
gatherings. Sundays there were church services. Some evenings there 
were singins, sugar socials, hops, dances. 



What was the good of the Good Old Days? In general life was slower paced and less hectic 
than now. Everyone had jobs to do even children 
had chores. There was in most families (not all) 

Love and Kindness and cooperation. It was thru 
cooperation that they survived. American settlers 
were for the most part "civilized." They had 
respect for each other and acted toward others as 
they would want to be treated themselves. We 
call that the Golden Rule. Children were taught to 
be responsible for their actions. Neighbors often 
helped neighbors. This was the case with a plow in for a sick farmer. 
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Everyone pulled their own weight. Fathers were strict. Boys and sometimes girls who disobeyed 
were whipped with a willow switch, or spanked on behind but seldom abused. Ask old timers they 
mostly say the results were better than today, (permissiveness) The Air and Water were Pure. People 
worked harder physically but were usually happier. There was “singins” and bam dances and 
“preachins” and bam raising Bees, and “plowin’’ and quilting Bees. If you read Daniel Stewart's Diary 
there was even a farmers traveling band. If you visited a neighbor you would most likely be invited for 
dinner. Train trips on the old Steam trains; Less pressure and stress; Few if any bills to pay. No 
telemarketers; Good Hunting with lots of wildlife. Local citizens were aware of what went on in the 
community and any threats to it. They could and did muster minutemen to defend the community on a 
few minutes notice. Today many local citizens are unaware and uninformed and many seemingly 
uncaring about local happenings of community importance and even threats to the community. Many 
have become sheeple. They follow blindly what is presented on the TV. Today many citizens are 
ignorant of many issues of importance and threats to the community. We need to keep informed be 
vigilant and be prepared. Our citizens are unaware of several serious threats and are at great risk. The 
young people in the 1800s were not “zombies” because they had jobs to do as part of their culture. 
They often had to solve problems and deal with difficulties. Young suicide was practically non 
existent. When they had a problem they took steps to deal with it unlike many of today's youth who 
having been handed everything have not learned to deal with difficulty so the first thing they do is get 
high or think about suicide. Today 10,000 think about it and 5,000 do it yearly. People in the 1800s 
learned how to solve problems, act responsibly, be responsible for their actions, were honest had 
integrity and maturity for the most part. Why because that was how they were raised with the 
expectation of honesty, responsibility and integrity, religion and philosophy backed that up with “Do 
onto others as ye would that others do unto thee.” Otherwise known as the “Golden Rule.” 
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It is an observation of this scientist that humans need a code of conduct as an expectation and 
culture and law, otherwise innocent people and children are hurt, killed, needlessly causing great 
misery and sadness. Just look at history to verify this. We have the technology to create ample for all. 

What was bad about the Old Days? Good medical 
knowledge and care were nonexistent. No: hospitals 
paramedics 911, telephones, police, fire, public safety 
protection. No electricity, electric appliances, TV 
Radio, Internet, games. No hot showers. You sat in a 
big sometimes galvanized iron washtub. No washing 
machines dryers, electric irons or electric heaters. No 
toilet paper, or flush toilets' One had to go outside to 
cold outhouse in winter. There were no libraries in our 
area and most people could not read or write. There 
were few if any jobs available you worked your farm 
or starved and many people worked long hours and 
sometimes had little food. There was no welfare, food stamps or Medicaid. There ware no medications, 
painkillers, pills to relieve pain or problems. No fast food places, cars or good roads or movie theaters. 
Worse there were tobacco chewers, spittoons and lots of BO. Whoa! 

recreation in these old days there was first of all walking the crops, then buggy rides, horse riding, 
picnics barbecues good wholesome food. Winter sleigh riding, and ice sliding, sledding and skating. 
Kids made snow forts and had snow ball battles. Bond fire or smaller campfire stories, singing. There 
was visiting neighbors, bam raisings, house raisings, husking bees threshing parties, singins and social 

gatherings, often at or sponsored by the local churches, sometimes for young people called hops and 
sugar socials where young people could meet sometimes resulting in marriages. There were often 



fiddlers or other musicians, Local farmers daughters married local farmers sons. There were square 
dances, old time games, foot races, jumping, wrestling, pitching, tug of war, marching and singing 
games. Contests often included bobbing for apples, pie eating, greased pig, three legged race, potato 
sac race. There was a little drinking of hard cider often served by politicians at election parties. 
Sometimes the circus came to a nearby town. People were happy they felt that they were members of a 
community. They cared for each others welfare, (unlike now where most are alienated) There was a 
feeling of community a sense of pride and security most families had rifles used against intruders, to 
get food and for the occasional sheriff posse hunting down a criminal. They didn't coddle cri min als 
back then like they do now giving them better medical care than you and I get, a weight room, cable 

TV, free legal advice, nice food and their own private room and a 
jhusband named Bubba all at $35,000 a year at tax payer expense. 

For very serious crimes there was no expensive electric chair only an 
inexpensive recyclable rope. The air was clean, the water was clean. 
There was no pollution. There was much less cancer then now. 

Food preparation 

All done by hand with cooking on a wood stove if your family 
Iwas rich enough to have one or in a fireplace in pots hung over a 
wood fire. Everything was from "scratch" from basic ingredients 
flour, butter, fresh milk unrefrigerated, By the way there were no 
refrigerators or freezers. Food was preserved by drying, salting, 
Isugaring or stored in root cellars. Eggs, meat were usually hunted, 
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caught, rounded up then freshly butchered by the adults or adult children in the family. Of course this 
all took much more time. Children and there were usually lots of them all had to help as part of their 
job called chores. With exception of babies and toddlers if you didn't help you didn't eat. 

Wood gathering and cutting was a very time consuming daily chore. 

Washing of Clothes 

Clothes were scrubbed with home made soap on a wash board then put in a 
big pot and boiled. Then they were scrubbed some more. Everything was air 
dried. Women had reusable washable rags for diapers bandages and personal 
hygiene. The soap was poor and had to be entirely washed j out as it irritated 

the skin. 


Showers and bathes 

Most families did not have a shower or bath tub as we know it. Some did not even have a tub big 
enough to sit in. Washing then had to be done with a rag, soap and water and a rag or air to day. There 
were no fancy towels as we have today. Some had metal tubs big enough to sit in and each member of 
the family took a bath in it starting with the father. Everyone used the same water. By the time the last 
child the water was greed with dirt and one had to be careful not to throw the baby out with the bath 
water. A few families had canvas tubs. Privacy was almost attained by a curtain hung between the tub 
and the rest of the family in the one room house. Hot water was achieved on the cook stove and poured 
into the tub. Soap was usually home made and often irritated the skin. As years progressed better soap 
became available at the local general store if the family had enough money to purchase it. 



Clothing 




Actually underwear did not appear in co mm on use 
until cotton fabrics appeared in country stores in the 
early 1800s. People found an undergarment made of 
cotton to be more comfortable and practical than not 
wearing anything under the trousers or dress. Babies 
and young children including boys wore dresses 
without underwear. Some mothers chose to use rags 
as diapers to avoid surprises. There were no 
disposable diapers or feminine products. Cattails 
were used as absorbent diaper stuffing sometimes. 

Most clothing was made at home by the women and 
sewed by hand from cloth purchased at the country 
store. Of course clothing was manufactured and sold in as it is now in sizes at the store. Most folks 
were poor and many had to make their own clothing. Prior to the 1800 clothing was made from wool 
that had been grown on the farm and spun by hand. 


Outhouses 

Outhouses were outside and unheated. Many families had one chamber 

pot for use inside. 
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Lighting 

Sometimes none at all. Candles, torches, light from the fireplace or stove (along with the fumes) and in 
later 1800 oil lamps. No electricity. 

After getting up very early with the dawn and working all day doing physical labor and were tired, and 
having no good lights, no TV, no radio, nothing to do in the dark it makes sense that people would most 
likely just go to bed after dark. In transcribing 30 years of Daniel Stewart's diaries of the 1800s I saw 
nothing to contradict that assumption. Evening events happened but there were usually planed in 
advance and had lighting, campfires etc. 

Daily Activity 

Kids help mom or dad with their work and look 
after younger children. During school season 
October-April walk to school which was held 
regardless of weather or snow. 

Men had to prepare ground for planting by 
clearing ground, plowing, harrowing, then 
planting, weeding, mowing, harvesting, plowing, 
spreading manure, dragging. 

Men had to make and repair tools, sharpen axes 
and saws, cut and gather firewood, fell tress, repair 
pens, fences.

Men had to 
feed, milk, 
raise, care for, 
manage, sell, 
move, butcher, 

transport and all other tasks needed to raise and maintain farm livestock. There were endless tasks that 
needed to be done on the farm. 

Women had to prepare means from basic ingredients, make clothing, wash all clothing, take care of the 
children, nurse the children if necessary (no baby formulas or bottles were available) 

Maintain the inside of the house, make soap, make candles, make clothing, preserve foods.

Walking was the most common form of transportation seconded by riding horses or buggy, or wagon. 
Sleigh used in winter. For trips over ten miles wagon, buggy horse back, stage coach, and wagon. If 
their was a rail road nearby one would have to write a letter to have a friend meet you at the station or 
railroad stop in advance otherwise one would have to walk miles to the destination. Luggage for this 
reason was sometimes shipped so you did not have to carry it. Read about this in Dan Stewart's diaries.

But the worst 
trouble maker were 
insects and especially 
the mosquito which 
caused ague. This is a

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stages ran to Utica in the 1830s. But the road was nearly impassable when muddy so a rail road was 
built which solved the problem of mud. The first cars were horse drawn. I have not found a picture of 
an actual car used but here is one that is close to it. Soon steam engines were used. From 1900 to 1930 
electric railways were prospering. Trollys or Inter-urbans seemed to almost everyone's favorite way to 
travel as they were relatively quite, fast, cheap and efficient. The one at the right went from Harper to 
just north of Ten Mile Road in Center line. Only working picture of a stage coach I have was the one I 
made from Silverton Colorado on a train visit there.

The roads were pathways of dirt which alternated between rut filled dust bowls and seas of wheel 
swallowing mud lakes. As time progressed these dirt pathways were widened as road side trees were 
cut. Paving of roads by planking with boards was tried in the middle and late 1800s but it was learned 
that the planks rotted after a few years making wheel breaking holes. Paving with gravel was a big 
improvement. Then in later years paving with cement was even better and lasted longer with less 
maintenance. As we all know this is still not perfect. 


The main road through the Warren Township area was the State Road later known as Sherwood. The 
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Of course train travel is the best of all as one can walk around, use restrooms anytime, visit dining car 
and enjoy nice means while watching the ever changing scenery. 



Machinery

In the early 1800s most everything was done with hand tools and horse or ox driven tools such as the 
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plow. After the Civil War more machinery came to be used on farms. Farmers would often get together 
to purchase machinery and share it. The Grange or co-operatives were often formed to help farmers 
with machinery and to sell and store their crops. Steam tractors were in by the 1880s but were being 
replaced by gasoline powered motors at the end of the 1800s. 





Note the rope bed springs. These work fine. Mattresses in the 
early days were bags stuffed with anything and everything that 
was soft including cattail fluff, down, wool, cotton, soft dried plants, hay, rags etc. 


And it worked fine.
